THE  PORT  OF  SWANSEA. 


Of  the  large  Ports  in  the  Bristol  Channel,  Swansea  is  the 
nearest  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

It  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  great  Anthracite  areas  of 
the  South  Wales  Coalfield. 

The  harbour  is  commodious,  sheltered  and  safe. 

The  docks  are  extensive  and  modern,  great  developments 
having  taken  place  in  recent  years,  and  the  largest  class  of 
vessels  is  accommodated. 

The  Swansea  district  is  a hive  of  industry,  there  being 
nearly  500  works  and  collieries  within  a radius  of  twenty  miles 
of  the  port.  Swansea  is  an  excellent  distributing  centre  for  the 
populous  districts  of  South  Wales.  The  Great  Western,  London 
and  North  Western,  Midland,  and  other  Railways  have  direct 
access  to  the  Port,  and  competition  is  keen. 

Swansea  is  one  of  the  principal  outlets  for  the  products  of 
the  Midlands,  and  is  the  home  of  the  British  Tinplate  Trade.

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The  trade  of  the  Port  is  almost  worldwide  cargoes  of  wheat 
other  cereals  and  foodstuffs  arriving  from  Australian,  Indian 
North  and  South  American  ports  (East  and  West  Coasts) 
minerals  of  all  descriptions,  also  a busy  trade  is  carried  on  with 
Belgium,  Holland,  Germany,  Denmark,  Sweden  and  Norway, 
also  France,  Spain,  Portugal.  Italy,  Greece,  etc.,  in  food  stuffs 
and  other  miscellaneous  cargoes. 

There  are  numerous  lines  of  steamers  trading  between 
Swansea  and  all  parts  of  the  world.  Merchants  thus  have 
frequent  and  regular  opportunities  of  shipping  large  or  small 
consignments. 


OIL. 

The  National  Oil  Refineries,  Ltd.,  which  is  allied  with  uhe 
Anglo-Persian  Oil  Company,  have  acquired  a vast  area  of  land 
for  the  erection  of  wharves,  gantries,  pipe  lines,  refineries  and 
storage  tanks. 

The  new  Queen’s  Dock,  opened  by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen 
in  July,  1920,  is  utilized  by  the  National  Oil  Refineries  for  the 
discharging  of  vessels  bringing  crude  oil,  and  the  shipment  of 
the  refined  product. 

A subsidiary  company — British  Tardier  Co.,  Ld — are  building 
a great  fleet  of  tank  steamers,  each  of  8,000 — 10,000  tons  capacity 
for  service  to  and  from  Swansea. 

Extensive  facilities  are  being  provided  for  bunkering  vessels 
using  oil  fuel. 

At  the  new  jetty  adjoining  the  entrance  to  the  King’s  Dock 
the  largest  liners  will  be  able  to  replenish  their  bunkers  at  any 
state  of  the  tide. 


NEATH  HARBOUR  AND  BRITON  FERRY  DOCK,  Etc 

COMMISSIONERS. 

The  Mayor  and  four  selected  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of 
Neath  and  their  Town  Clerk  for  the  time  being. 
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The  owners  (being  male  persons)  of  the  several  Estates  and 
Canals  following The  Briton  Ferry  Estate,  the  Gnoll  Estate, 
the  Dyffryn  Estate,  the  Neath  Abbey  Estate,  the  Tennant 
Estate,  and  one  of  the  Proprietors  of  the  Neath  Canal  Navigation. 
The  Chief  Agent  the  Briton  Ferry  Estate,  the  Chief  Agent  or 
Lessee  of  the  Briton  Ferry  Iron  Works,  the  Cape  Copper  Co  , 
Ltd.,  and  the  Main  Colliery  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  18  Security  Holders. 

At  Neath  Town  there  are  several  wharves,  including  the 
Corporation  Quay. 

The  Main  Colliery  Co’s  Wharves,  with  a water  frontage  of 
1,500  feet,  are  situated  in  the  estuary  of  the  River  Neath,  at  a 
distance  of  a mile  from  Briton  Ferry  Dock.  The  tipping  stages 
are  eight  in  number  and  are  so  arranged  that  three  tips  can  be 
put  to  work  simultaneously  on  the  same  vessel.  Steamers  of  800 
tons  burthen  have  arrived,  loaded  and  sailed  on  the  same  tide. 
Vessels  of  1,800  tons  burthen,  with  a draught  of  17  feet,  can  be 
easily  dealt  with  on  spring  tides. 

In  the  River  at  Briton  Ferry  there  are  wharves  at  the 
Briton  Ferry  Iron  Works,  Briton  Ferry  Steel  Works,  Villiars 
Tinplate  Works,  Gwaliia  Tinplate  Works,  and  the  Albion  Steel 
Works. 


Trading  to  the  first-named  works  are  vessels  drawing  18  to 
19  feet  of  water,  with  a burthen  of  3/3500  tons. 

The  Briton  Ferry  Steel  Co’s  Wharf  has  a frontage  of  140 
feet,  and  is  adapted  for  steamers  not  exceeding  1,000  tons  burthen. 

Thos.  W.  Ward’s  Ship-breaking  Yard  is  situate  at  Gian&'s 
Wharf,  three-quarters  of  a mile  from  Briton  Ferry  Dock.  This 
Wharf  has  a total  length  of  1,200  feet.

There  are  22  Collieries  in  West  South  Wales  Coalfield  for 
which  the  Neath  Harbour  is  the  natural  Port  of  shipment.  There 
are  also  11  Tinplate  and  Steel  Works  in  the  Neath  and  Briton 
Ferry  Districts.  The  trade  is  with  the  North  French  Ports,  Bay 
Ports  and  Coastwise. 


PORT  TALBOT  RAILWAYS  AND  DOCKS. 

Port  Talbot  Docks  is  situate  in  Swansea  Bay  about  fix 
miles  from  the  Mumbles-Head  Lighthouse  and  about  five  miles 
from  Swansea.  The  Entrance  700  feet  wide,  is  between  fhe 
heads  of  the  two  Breakwaters.

The  New  Lock  communicates  with  the  whole  water  space 
of  the  Docks,  New  and  Old. 

The  Port  Talbot  Docks  are  the  nearest  to,  and  have  the 
cheapest  Railway  rates  from  the  upper  end  of  the  Rhondda,  the 
lower  part  of  the  Vale  of  Neath,  and  from  the  Llynvi,  Garw, 
Ogmore  and  Ely  Valleys ; and  by  means  of  the  Great  Western 
Railway  communication  is  opened  with  the  Anthracite  and  the 
Aberdare  Coalfield  from  which  districts  coal  is  conveved  at 
through  rates.

PORTHCAWL. 

The  outer  harbour  is  administered  by  the  Porthcawl  Urban 
District  Council  and  the  inner  Harbour  is  administered  by  the 
Great  Western  Railway  Company.  The  dock  gates  are  kept 
continually  open  making  a tidal  harbour  of  the  docks  which  is 
now  considerably  silted  with  mud  and  sand.  There  is  very  bttle 
trade  carried  on ; a few  small  vessels  coastwise  with  building 
material,  and  obsolete  war  vessels  are  brought  to-  the  inner 
harbour  for  breaking  up. 


STATUTORY  RULES  AND  ORDERS,  1920,  No.  1294. 


PORT  SANITARY  AUTHORITY,  ENGLAND. 


The  Port  Sanitary  Authorities  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regula- 
tions, 1920.  Dated  July  14th,  1920. 


65244. 

The  Minister  of  Health,  as  successor  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  on  him  by 
Section  130  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875  (a),  the  Public  Health 
(London)  Act,  1891  (b),  and  the  Public  Health  Act,  1896  (c),  and 
of  all  other  powers  enabling  him  in  that  behalf  hereby  makes 
the  following  Regulations  : — 

1. — These  Regulations  may  be  cited  as  tire  Port  Sanitary 
Authorities  (Infectious  Diseases)  .Regulations,  1920,  and  shall 
come  into  operation  on  the  First  day  of  August,  1920. 
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2. — (1)  In  these  Regulations,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires : — 

The  Minister  ” means  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Sanitary  Authority  ” means  every  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  and  every  Council  o.  a municipal  borough 
or  urban  or  rural  district  whose  borough  or  district 
includes  or  abuts  on  any  part  of  a Customs  port  not 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  a Port  Sanitary  Authority; 

District  ” means  the  district  of  a Sanitary  Authority, 
and  in  the  case  of  a Sanitary  Authority  other  than 
a Port  Sanitary  Authority,  includes  the  waters  of 
any  Customs  port  adjacent  to  any  part  of  their 
district ; 

“ Medical  Officer  of  Health  ” includes  any  duly  quali- 
fied medical  practitioner  appointed  or  employed  by 
a.  Sanitary  Authority  to  act  in  the  execution  of  these 
Regulations ; 

“ Ship  ” means  a shix»  in  or  arriving  in  a district,  and 
includes  a vessel  or  boat; 

“ Master  ” includes  a pilot,  officer  or  any  other  person 
for  the  time  being  in  charge  or  command  of  a ship ; 

“ Infectious  disease  ” means  any  epidemic  or  acute 
infectious  disease  ; 

(2)  The  Interpretation  Act,  1899  (d) , applies  to  the  interpre- 
tation of  these  Regulations  as  it  applies  to  the  interpretation  of 
an  Act  of  Parliament. 

3. — For  the  purposes  of  these  Regulations  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  shall  have  power  to  enter  or  board  any  ship, 
and  may  cause  the  ship  to  be  brought  to,  and,  if  necessary  mooied 
or  anchored  in  some  safe  and  convenient  place  while  it  is  visited 
and  examined. 

4. — The  Medical  Officer  ol  Health  may,  and  if  so  required 
by  the  Sanitary  Authority  or  by  the  Minister  shall — 

(a)  examine  any  person  who  is  suffering  fro  n infectious 
disease  on  board  a ship  ; 
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(f>)  examine  any  person  who  is  on  board  a ship,  where 
he  has  reasonable  grounds  for  believing  or  suspecting 
that  infectious  disease  is  or  may  be  present  on  the 
ship  or  that  persons  on  board  the  ship  have  been 
exposed  to-  infection  from  infectious  dise  .se  during 
the  voyage  of  the  ship  or  during  a period  of  three 
weeks  immediately  preceding  the  arrival  o the  ship 
in  the  district ; 

(c)  examine  any  person  on  board  a ship  who  is  reason- 

ably believed  to  be  verminous  ; 

(d)  detain  for  the  purpose  of  examination  either  upon  the 

ship  or  at  some  appointed  place  on  shore  any  person 
whom  he  is  empowered:  or  required  under  this 
Article  to  examine ; 

( e ) cause  any  such  person  and  the  clothing  of  or  any 

other  articles  belonging  toi  such  person  to  be  cleansed 
and  disinfected ; 

(f)  prohibit  any  such  person  from,  leaving  the  ship,  or 

from  leaving  the  ship  save  upon  such  c nditi-  ns  as 
may  he  specified  in  writing:  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  appear  to  him  to  he  reasonably 
necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  in  the 
district  or  elsewhere ; 

(g)  require  the  master  to  take  or  assist  in  taking  such 

steps  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  are  reasonably  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  infection  by  any  such  person,  and  for  the 
removal  of  conditions  on  the  ship  likely  to  convey 
infection,  including  the  destruction  of  vermin,  and 
the  removal  of  conditions  which  harbour  vermin  ; 

Provided  that  any  directions  given  by  the  Minister  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  this  Artic'e  shall  be  forthwith 
communicated  to  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

5. — (1)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  cause  any  person 
on  the  ship  who  is  suffering  from  infectious  disease  to  he  removed, 
if  his  condition  so  permits,  to'  some  hospital  or  other  suitable 
place  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Sanita.  y Authority. 
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(2)  If  the  condition  of  any  such  person  does  noit  permit  of 
his  removal  as  aforesaid,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  by 
notice  in  writing  to  the  master  prohibit  his  removal  or  departure 
from  the  ship  save  with  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

6.  — The  master  of  any  ship  shall — 

(а)  notify  forthwith  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  any 

case  of  infectious  disease  on  the  ship,  and  of  any 
circumstances  on  board  the  ship  likely  to  lead  to 
infection  lor  the  spread  of  infectious  disease,  in- 
cluding the  sanitary  condition  of  the  ship  and  the 
presence  of  dead  rats  or  mortality  or  sickness  among 
rats  in  the  ship; 

(б)  furnish  the  Sanitary  Authority  and.  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  with  all  such  information  as  may 
be  reasonably  required  by  them  for  the  purposes  of 
these  Begulations ; 

(c)  comply  with  any  directions  or  requirements  of  the 
Sanitary  Authority  or  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
given  or  made  in  pursuance  of  these  Begulations; 

(i d ) give  all  such  assistance  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  or 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  may  be  reasonably 
required  by  them  in  the  execution  of  their  duties  in 
pursuance  of  these  Begulations. 

7.  — Every  person  on  board  a ship  shall  comply  with  all  dire:  - 
tions,  requirements  or  conditions  given,  made  or  imposed  by  the 
Sanitary  Authority  or  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  pursuance 
of  these  Begulations,  and  shall  furnish  all  such  information  as 
may  be  reasonably  required  by  them  (including  information  as  to 
his  name,  destination,  and  address),  and  where  any  person  has 
for  the  time  being  the  custody  or  charge  of  a child  or  other  person 
on  board  a ship  who  is  under  disability  he  shall  comply  with  any 
directions  or  requirements  so  given  or  made,  and  shall  furnish  all 
such  information  as  aforesaid,  in  respect  of  such  child  or  other 
person.

8.  — The  Sanitary  Authority  may  for  the  purpose  of  these 
Regulations,  and  if  so  required  by  the  Minister,  shall — 

(a)  to  appoint  one  or  mote  duly  qualified  medical  practi- 

tioners for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  Medical; 
Officer  of  Health  in  the  performance  of  his  duties 
and  pay  any  such  practitioner  such  reasonable  re- 
muneration for  his  services  as  the  Minister  may 
approve ; 

( b ) appoint  or  employ  with  the  approval  of  the  Minister 

such  other  persons  as  they  may  think  fit  to  exercise 
or  perform  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  or  otherwise  such  powers  and  duties  as 
the  Sanitary  Authority  may  assign  them ; 

(c)  provide  or  arrange  for  the  provision  of — 

(i.)  premises  and  waiting  rooms  for  the  purposes  of 
medical  examination ; 

(ii.)  apparatus  or  means  for  the  cleansing  and  disin- 
fection of  ships,  persons,  clothing,  and  other 
articles ; 

(nit)  premises  for  the  temporary  accommodation  of 
persons  for  whom  such  accommodation  is  required 
for  the  purposes  of  these  Regulations; 

(iv.)  hospital  accommodation  for  persons  to  whom 
these  Regulations  are  applicable; 

(v.)  means  of  transport; 

( d ) do  all  such  other  things  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Sanitary  Authority  or  of  the  Minister,  as  the  case 
may  be,  are  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
the  provisions  of  these  Regulations  to  be  complied 

with. 

9.  — Article  3 of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authorities  (Assignment 
of  Powers)  Order.  1912  (a)  (which  relates  to  the  cleansing  of  berths 
and  cabins),  shall  be  extended  so  as  to  apply  to  the  whole  of  any 
ship  or  to  any  part  thereof. 
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10.  — The  provisions  of  these  Regulations  shall  be  in  addition 
to  and  not  in  derogation  of  the  provisions  of  any  Regulations 
heretofore  made  by  the  I.ocal  Government  Board  and  at  present 
in  force  with  respect  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  Sanitary  Author- 
ities and  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  as  herein  defined. 

11.  — Any  expenses  incurred  by  a Sanitary  Authority  in  the 
execution  of  these  Regulations  shall  be  defrayed  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  the  execution  and 
discharge  of  then-  existing  powers  and  duties.

Note. — By  Section  1 (3j  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1896,  any 
person  who  wilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to  obey  or  carry  out  or 
obstructs  the  execution  of  any  regulation  made  under  Section  130 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  or  under  that  Section  as  extended 
to  London  by  the  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891,  or  as  amen- 
ded by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1896,  is  liable  to  a penalty  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  pounds,  and  in  the  case  of  a continuing 
offence  to  a further  penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds  for  every 
day  during  which  the  offence  continues.

VARIOLA. 


The  prevalence  of  Variola  (Small-pox)  at  Abadan  at  the  end 
of  1921  and  the  early  part  of  1922  was  responsible  for  two  cases 
of  this  disease  being  brought  into  the  Port  of  Swansea  in  Janu- 
ary; the  various  steps  taken  in  dealing  with  these  cases  were 
fully  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  at  the  time,  and  to  vour 
Authority  in  my  report  for  the  Quarter  ended  March  31st. 


All  vessels  arriving  from  the  Persian  Gulf  were  visited  and 
the  crews  examined  during  the  period  until  the  end  of  March, 
and  no  cases  of  sickness  during  the  voyage  were  reported  by  the 
Masters  as  having  occurred. 

These  cases  were  both  cases  of  modified  Small-pox,  due  to  the 
waning  protection  of  vaccination  in  infancy,  and  their  very  mild- 
ness is  an  additional  danger  to  the  public  as  they  may  be  over- 
looked and  are  frequently  mistaken  for  Varicella  (Chicken-pox), 
the  subjects  may  not  be  too  ill  to  travel  and  so  may  easily  slip 
through  to  some  inland  area  and  so'  become  the  source  of  an 
outbreak. 

The  risk  of  this  happening  is  considerably  increased  when  a 
vessel  arrives  from  a port  where  Smad-pox  may  be  prevalent, 
but  as  the  length  of  the  voyage  is  less  than  fourteen  days,  such 
as  from  Spanish  and  Portugese  ports,  it  may  not  be  till  after 
the  person  has  landed  in  this  country  and  travelled  inland  that 
the  symptoms  shew  themselves,  it  is,  on  this  ground,  of  vital 
importance  that  all  members  of  crewis  and  passengers  should  be 
urged  to  be  re-vaccinated  at  least  every  seven  years,  and  this 
applies  with  equal  force  to  the  public  in  general. 

S.3.  “LIGURIA”  Swedish  (Crew  23). 

This  vessel  arrived  from  Liverpool  a.m.  tide  15th  May; 
Master  reported  on  arrival  seven  of  the  crew  sick ; upon  examina- 
tion by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  these  men  were  found  to 
be  suffering  from,  slight  Malaria  and  were  treated  on  board,  the 
men  recovered  and  resumed  duty. 

The  vessel  sailed  for  Pert  Talbot  p.m.  tide  201th  May, 
arriving  same  tide,  no  further  cases  occurred  during  the  vessel’s 
stay  at  Port  Talbot. 

S.S.  “ BRITISH  EMPRESS”  British  (Crew  47). 

On  arrival  from  Abadan,  p.m.  tide,  22n'd  May,  A.  E.  Davi- 
son, apprentice,  aged  18  years,  was  reporter!  to  be  suffering  from 
Influenza  and  was  admitted  to  the  Swansea  General  Hospital, 
where  he  was  found  later  to  be  suffering  from  Enteric  Fever. 
He  died  in  that  Institution  on  11th  June,  his  effects  were  removed 
to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  and  fumigated. 
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S.S.  “AIRA”  Swedish  (Crew  14). 

This  vessel  arrived  at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Dock  from  Gran- 
ville, p.m.  tide,  14th  August;  on  the  15th  August  notification 
was  received  that  J.  Svendsen,  2nd  Mate,  aged  26,  was  suffering 
from  Diphtheria.  I examined  the  man  and  had  him  immediately 
removed  in  the  Borough  Ambulance  to  the  Borough  Isolation 
Hospital,  Foreshore.  The  patient’s  berth  was  fumigated  with 
Sulphume  and  all  effects  removed  to  the  Borough  Disinfection 
Station  for  further  disinfection. 

The  man  was  discharged,  cured,  on  the  31st  August. 

S.S.  “ STELLA,”  Italian  (Crew  29). 

This  vessel  arrived  at  the  King’s  Dock  from  Pola,  a.m.  tide, 
on  the  8th  September  and  reported  all  well  on  arrival.  On  the 
10th  September  notification  was  received  that  Francesco  Antonio 
Pioceo,  3rd  Engineer,  age  45,  was  suffering  f)rom  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  of  Bight  Lung  and  was  immediately  removed  to 
Tawe  Lodge  Infirmary.  The  patient’s  berth  was  fumigated  with 
Sulphume. 

Sailing  Vessel,  “SIF,”  Danish  (Crew  5). 

This  vessel  arrived  at  the  South  Dock  from  Bayonne,  p.m. 
tide,  on  the  25th  September,  notification  was  received  that 
Christen  Baahauge,  Master,  age  40,  was  suffering  from  'Typhoid 
Fever.  He  was  removed  in  the  Borough  Ambulance  to  the 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital  with  all  his  effects,  his  berth  and 
cabin  fumigated  with  Sulphume,  and  fresh  water  tanks  emptied 
and  cleaned. 

Steam  Trawler  “TENBY  CASTLE,”  British  (Crew  10). 

This  vessel  arrived  at  the  South  Dock  from  the  Fishing 
Grounds,  a.m.  tide  the  27th  September,  the  Mate  reported  the 
Skipper  sick ; upon  examination  by  me  I found  him  to  be 
suffering  from  Erysipelas  and  ordered  him  to  his  home  at  Swansea 
for  private  medical  treatment,  his  berth,  etc.,  fumigated  with 
Sulphur  and  thoroughly  washed  with  a strong  solution  of 
disinfectant. 
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S.S.  “ AB3ALON,”  Danish  (Crew  21). 

This  vessel  arrived  at  the  King’s  Dock  from  Boulogne,  a.m. 
tide,  20th  November.  On  the  21st  November,  notification  was 
received  that  Julius  Henrich  Tilk,  Fireman,  a.ge  23,  was  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis.  On  the  24th  November  he  left  the  vessel  and 
proceeded  to  his  home  in  Denmark.  The  vessel  was  fumigated 
with  Sulphume. 

S.S.  “SLESVIG,”  Danish  (Crew  18). 

This  vessel  arrived  at  the  King’s  Dock  from  Bordeaux,  a.m. 
tide,  24th  December.  On  the  30th  December,  notification  was 
received  that  Svend  Oula  Hansen,  O.S.,  was  suffering  Urom 
Diphtheria.  He  was  immediately  removed  in  the  Borough 
Ambulance  to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  (Foreshore).  The 
vessel  was  fumigated  with  Sulphume,  and  the  man’s  effects  were 
removed  to  the  Borough  Hospital  for  fumigation. 


CHOLERA,  YELLOW  FEVER  AND  PLAGUE  ORDER 
(9th  September,  1907) 

OF  THE  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  BOARD. 

All  vessels  arriving  directly  and  indirectly  from  Infected  and 
Suspected  Ports  were  boarded  at  H.M.  Customs  Boarding  Stations 
and  were  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  above  Order. 

The  occurrence  of  Plague  in  April  and  again  from  August 
till  the  end  of  the  year  in  the  area  of  the  Suez  Canal  anl  Egypt, 
has  necessitated  my  visiting  all  ships  arriving  from  these  ports 
and  examining  the  members  of  the  crew,  a list  of  these  vessels, 
with  results,  will  be  found  in  Table  III.,  i.e. : 

Vessels  specially  examined  under  the  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever 
and  Plague  Order.  It  seems  probable  that  with  the  still  un- 
settled state  of  the  middle  East  and  the  Eastern  Mediterranean 
the  risk  of  the  spread  of  Infectious  Disease  is  not  going  to  be 
diminished  for  some  time,  but  rather  will  be  considerably 
increased  a-s  and  when  the  Black  Sea  Ports  are  again  open  for 
trade.  Plague,  Cholera,  Typhus  and  Small-pox  are  rife  amongst 
the  refugee  papulation  of  southern  Russia  and  Asia  Minor.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (VENEREAL  DISEASES) 
REGULATIONS,  1916. 

The  Clinic  for  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  was  opened  at 
the  Swansea  General  and  Eye  Hospital  on  April  18th,  1917. 
Verbal  and  printed  information  of  this  treatment  is  given  to  the 
Masters  and  Crew  of  any  vessels  entering  the  Ports  found  to 
have  any  case  of  Venereal  Disease  on  board. 

Leaflets  prepared  and  provided  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  giving  information  on  the  dangers  of  Venereal  Diseases, 
and  on  facilities  for  treatment,  are  also  supplied  to  the  crews 
of  vessels  arriving,  by  your  Inspectors. 

During  the  year  28  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  have  been 

sent  to  the  Clinic  for  treatment. 

Arrangement  has  been  made  by  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  for  treatment  of  these  cases  at  Port  Talbot. 

INFLUENZA. 

The  Local  Government  Board  on  January  7th,  1919,  issued 
a General  Order.  The  Public  Health  (Pneumonia,  Malaria, 
Dysentery,  etc.)  Regulations,  1919. 

By  Art'.  2.  These  Regulations  came  into  force  on  March 
1st ; 

By  Art.  4.  Notice  has  to  be  given  by  the  Local 
Authority  to  all  Medical  Practitioners  resident  or 
practising  within  the  district  of  the  Local 
Authority  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by 
these  Regulations. 

By  these  Regulations  Malaria,  Dysentry,  Trench  Fever, 
Acute  Primary  Pneumonia.,  or  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  are 
made  notifiable  diseases,  unless  they  shall  have  been  previously 
notified  within  a period  of  six  months. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Influenza,  including  Pneumonia 
reported  during  the  year  is  24.

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RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  January,  1920. 


Penalties  for  failure  to  destroy  Rate  and  Mice. 


Any  person  who  shall  fail  to  take  such  steps  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary  ancl  reasonably  practicable  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice  on  or  in  any  land  of  which  he  is 
the  occupier,  or  for  preventing  such  land  from  becoming  infested 
with  rats  and  mice,  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a 
fine  not  exceeding  FIVE  POUNDS,  or  where  he  has  been 
served  with  a Notice  under  this  Act  requiting  him  to  take  su"b 
steps,  not  exceeding  TWENTY  POUNDS. 

The  expression  “ Occupier  ” means,  in  the  case  of  land  not 
occupied  by  any  Tenant  or  other  person,  the  Owner  of  the  land. 

The  expression  “ Land  ” includes  any  buildings,  and  anv 
other  erection  on  land,  and  any  cellar,  sewer,  drain  or  culvert 
in  or  under  land. 

This  Act  shall  apply  to  a vessel  as  if  the  vessel  were 
“ Land  ” and  the  Master  of  the  vessel  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
the  “ Occupier  ” thereof. 

Posters  and  Notices  are  printed,  copies  of  which  are  supplied 
to  the  owmers  and  lessees  of  warehouses  and  sheds  in  the  various 
docks,  harbours  and  rivers  under  your  jurisdiction. 

Periodical  visits  are  made  to>  the  various  warehouses  and 
sheds  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  carried  out. 

Copies  of  the  Notices  are  served  upon  the  Masters  or  Officers 
in  charge  of  all  vessels  arriving  in  the  Harbours  under  your 
jurisdiction,  and  visits  of  examination  made  for  traces  of  rats 
when  possible.
